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SUBJECT: PROTOCOL OF AMENDMENT OT RIO TREATY SIGNED 

1. THE 21 PARTIES TO THE RIO TREATY SIGNED THE PROTOCOL OF 
AMENDMENT IN A FORMAL CEREMONY IN THE HOTEL IRAZU JULY 26. 

2. FOREIGN MINISTER JIMENEZ OF THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC SPOKE 
BRIEFLY ON BEHALF OF THE PLENIPOTENTIARIES, MAINLY IN PRAISE 

OF COSTA RICAN HOSPITALITY AND THE CONFERENCE'S ACHIEVEMENTS. 

3. OAS SECRETARY GENERAL ORFILA ALSO GAVE A SHORT SPEECH. HE 
SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED THE ARTICLE ON COLLECTIVE ECONOMIC SECURITY 
WHICH WAS INCORPORATED INTO THE PROTOCOL. HE EXPRESSED CON- 
FIDENCE THAT IN THE COMING DISCUSSIONS IN THE OAS THE U.S. 

WOULD BE ABLE TO JOIN IN SUPPORTING IT. 

4. FOREIGN MINISTER FACIO OF COSTA RICA GAVE THE FINAL 
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WHO HAVE WEAKENED OR BEEN UNREASONABLY CRITICAL OF THE RIO TREATY, 
AS WELL AS THOSE WHO HAVE VIOLATED IT OR ABUSED IT. HE SAID THAT 

"WILD-EYED LEFTISTS'" (LA IZGUIERDA ENERGUMENA) WERE PRO- 
PAGANDIZING AGAINST THE TREATY, FALSELY CLAIMING THAT IT WAS AN 
INSTRUMENT OF U. S. HEGEMONY. 

5. HE REELED OFF TEN CASES IN WHICH THE RIO TREATY HAD BEEN USED 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE PEACE OF THE HEMISPHERE, BUT CALLED 

THE 1962 AND 1964 ACTIONS AGAINST CUBA AS ’"EXCEPTIONS", APPLICABLE 
IN THE CONTEXT OF THE COLD WAR. 

6. FACIO MADE A STRONG AND IMPRESSIVE APPEAL FOR RESPECT FOR IN- 
TERNATIONAL LAW AND TREATIES IN PARTICULAR. "THE SMALLER AND POORER 
THE COUNTRY, THE MORE IT NEEDS THE PROTECTION OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. 
THIS IS A TRUTH THAT SMALL STATES OFTEN FORGET WHEN, FACED WITH 

THE ABUSE OF STRENGTH OF LARGE COUNTRIES, THEY ALSO TRY TO IGNORE 
INTERNATIONAL LAW, WITH THE ILLUSORY ASSERTION THAT DOMESTIC LAW 
OR THEIR OWN SOVEREIGN POLITICAL WILL IS SUPREME." 

7. COMMENT: FUIIO'S SPEECH HAD BARBS FOR ALMOST EVERYONE. A 
PERUVIAN DELEGATE WAS HEARD AFTERWARDS TO MAKE AN INDIGNANT 
REMARK ABOUT THE SPEECH'S REFERENCE TO WILD-EYED LEFTISTS. 

THE IMPASSIONED APPEAL FOR THE SANCTITY OF TREATIES WAS DOUBTLESS 
AIMED AT THOSE WO HAVE IGNORED THE REIO TREATY'S CUBA SANCTIONS, 

BUT IT MAY HAVE HAD A MESSAGE TOO FOR PANAMA AND THE THIRD WORLD 
IN GENERAL, IN SO FAR AS IT IS DETERMINED TO GO ITS WAY 
REGARDLESS OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND INTERNATIONAL COMMITMENTS. 
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
